Loss oF ToE Steayimip Martaxzis.—This
gleam3hip, which our readers will remember,
visited onr port on several oceasions as ono of
tthe “Leary Lino,” consigned to Messrs. Rave-
pel & Co., and which the telegraph announced
as having been burn$ at seaggvas destroyed by
fire on Monday last off Cape Hatteras. The
following particalars in relation to the occur-
rence we copy from the Norlolk Journsal of the
17th instant : =

The stexmship Matanzas, Captain Hazzard,
from Savaauai to New York, when off Cape
Hat:cras on_ Sunday morasing, about ten
o'elock, exploded two of the flucs of ber boiler,
sealding two men—John Azpew in the face
and haals, enl William Griffiths in the arms
and !mnﬂs. About five minutes aiter the ex-

plosion the ship was discovered to be on fire,
and before the erew could savo avy of their
effects they were compelled to take tu tho
bonts, Tuc fire ran from stem to stern ina
“very few minu‘es, and the eutire vessel was
wrapped in fl umes before all eould get in tin
boals. LUbe crew numbered thirty men, and 89
crowded the boats that it was imposmible t)
work the oors, and they were compeiled to
drift mtil near ecight o'cleek, when they were
f;cked un by the schooner Frank, from Turk's
-1sland, boand to Halifax, and earried to Old
Point, where they asrived carly on Monday
morning. The ilatanzas was loaded with one
thousand eight hundred ausd thirteen bales of
colton, and Lhout nine buudred bales of loose
eoteon. Thesteamer is owaed by W. K. Garn-
son, Esq.. and is uot wmsured. The cotton is
insured m New York offices. Iortunately
there were no passengers on board, or there
would have been great Joss of life,  Had Lhera
been noy wind from the eastward tho Loats
wou'd hive beon taken ont of the track of ves-
sels, and all wou'!d bave perished, as neither
of the boats had any provisions or water on
-board. - ~

THE WIDOWS' HOME.

telebration of the First Annlversary.

This charitable enterprise was inaugurated
under adverse circumstances by a few noble-
hearted ln'ies of this city, who desired to re-
lieve the necessitics of those who had [elt the
worst consequences of the war. The Carolina
Hotel, a building admirably adapted for the
pw pose, wos procured and tendered as & home
.to the wives and Jarghters of Confederate sol-
.dievgacho bad lost their lives in the lafe war.
(& romber of applications wers soon made, sud
‘the public, ever ready to aid in such conimend-
able charities, contributed freely, enabling the
lady managers to extend their sphere of use-
fulness end incremse the number of inmatcs.
A sehool was organized for the children of the
females congregated in the Home, and 1t now
numbers twenty-five pupils. Generous contri-
putions were received from various sources,
the Washington Light Infantry Charitable As-
sociation sustained (L chiarge of the surgeon,
Dr. F. L. Pa: ker, and numbers of persons from
other States sent their mites to sustiin the
Home. A [iir was given last December, which
was 8o well patronizad thab snother is propos-
.ed; and will be Leld next mouth. Thers are

“faw chavities that appeal more strongly to the

sywmpathies of the publie, and it is gratifying
to state that this institution, originated and
organizad by a few, is now cherished by the
commuuity, and will be sustained as long us
the momory of the past remains.

The anniversary exercisze were licld in the
large parlors of the Home yesterday merning,
and wereattended by a large number of 1adies
and goutlewen, Among the audionce were
clergymen ot various deaominations, who thus
gave anothier evidence of the iuterest they
have always manifested in the sociely.

On motion of the Rev. C. 8. Vedder, the Rev.
Dr. Bichman was requested to preside over
the ex-reises of the day, and, on taking the
chair, this venerable clergymen made a brief
but fecing address. Ravs. W. 8. Bowman,
©. P. Gadsdgp, W. O. Prentiss, W, H. Wilhamez
and \. 1. Adams followed, enferiuining the
andievce with appropriste romarks suggested
by the occasion, The exercises were of pecu-
liar interest, as the presanee of the inmualesol
the institution, the youug ladics who are its
wards, and the children who are pupils in the
Homo scliool, was o, powerful appeal to the
faelings of tlose present and a proof of the
work which the institotion i3 accomplishing.

The following repoct of the Buard of Centrol
was road by (e Rev, C. 5. Vedder :

The Bourd of Control of the **Home for
Mothera, Widows and Daughters of Coufeder-
ato Soldiers of tho City of Charleston,” beg
leave respectiuliy to report:

Lhat the affairs of the * Home™ have been
suceessfully conducted during the past year,
1 accordaues with the spirt of its original
design. During that period, there wero re-
ceived as inmates of the **Home' one hundred
and twelve persons, To these, the Loaxd has
not only been able to fulfil its' pledge—to pre-
vide tbem with pleasaut rooms at & merely
nominal cosi—but more. Through the liber-
ality of our citizens, the board Tiave bad the
aratoful privileze of contvibuting to the main-
tenance of the occupants of tho ‘‘Home” by
gifts of soup three tim:s in aach weck., Of the
one hundred and twelve who were inmates of
the institution for the year, eighty now remain
—the rest bavinf: found bomes nnd the means
of subsistence elsewhere.

‘Fhe Board of Contrul cannot bub cxpro:s
their satisfaction at the good order, zood feol-
ing and regularity which oy prevailed in the
“jJome.” 'L ap rehension was felt and cx-
pressed last vear that it might not bo possi-

lo to prevent misunderstandings and painful
differcners among 80 MANY Persons, organized,
to some extent, into a single houseliold. Such
apprehausions hiave been, in a greal measure
d sappeinterd. Altbough the number domiciled
in the *Home” Las been even greater than was
at first anticipated, and althongh Lrifliug cir-
cuwstances bavo vccurred, which called for the
momentary advice snd oversight of thio board,
yes the “Home” hns been as an orderly and
well-rezulated family. Itis thought scarcely
possible thal among 8o mauy, and of necessi-
rily varied views aud tastes, mure could any-
wiiere have been sccomplished than has boen
here. Lhis result has been acoicved, in great
part, by the regard which the inmates ot the
“Home ' have showa tor its fow necedsary reg-
ulations, and their coosideration for each
other. Buta single instance bas_occurred m
whicl the board has been forced to excrcise
its authority iu the ramoval of a family. [n
this case, the painful necessity was promptly,
but gently met, and the joalous regard of the
Board for the good order of the “Home" sig-
pificantly expressed. e

"'ho health of tho occupants of ihe institu-
tion has been remnrhn!:l{ good. DBut oue
death has oceurred during tho year, and that
was in the caso of o young womun who was be-
yond hope of recovery when she enterod the
“Home.” 'Tho circumetances of this cose were
of peculiar intorast, and the board reverls to
thom with sporial satisfaction, as wdicating the
salutary and blessed results which may
be nccomplished by tho *Home.” This
youug person, thoughtless of all bub this
lite when she entered the institution, gave evi-
deuce, by her tranqul, hopeful and cver
triuruphant departure, that she was exchang-
ing it for a better life. Although the instiiu-
tion kkuows nothing of d=nominational distine-
tion, and, isdec], purposes materal rather
than thew spiritunl benelits, yetit is confidoutly
trusted and believed that moral interests of 10-
finite moment may b3 effiectunlly subserved by
the influences which surround it. Thisis u
result whica may well be devoully sought,

I'he first death 1 the Home bhad unother
clement of espeetal inlerest, 1t porputted the
touching expression of that tender concern for
cach other, and lor tho stricken Ffumilied of
each other, which our brave soldiers cherish
even anud ther poverty of hope aud mzans,
I'lse young person, whose death we Lavo men-
tioned, was the sister of Confederate soldicrs.
The comrades of her brothers, the “‘Survivors’
Association,” mmistered to her in her long and
pain:ul sickness, and bore all the expenses of lier
raueral—providing for it with a generoas liber-
ality and delicate consideration s honurable to
them as iv was grateful to surviving rela.dves.
